AN EMANOIPATED SLAVES TAKE 
CARB OF THEMSELVES? 
Tho following experionce of Mr, McDonongb, 
d slaveholder, who resided near Now-Orleans, 
wrillgo far to answer the above question, It is 
abridged from o statement published by Mr. 
MeDonough, in The Cincinnati Gazette, Maroh, 
1843, Dr. John G. Palfrey, formerly member of

Palfrey, whose father was a elaveholder in Nevw-

andhad conversed with him concerning the ex- 
periment here deseribed. 

Mr, McDonough, finding that his slaves worked 
forthemeclves on Sunday, for want of time on 
other days, proposell to give them Snturday after- 
noon to work for themeelves, if they would keep 
tho Sabbath. He was soon struck with the 
amount of labor they performed during the half 
day they had to themsclyes, and with the eums of 
money they contrived to derive from it.

FEMALE TRAITORS IN WASHINGTON. 
Correspondance of be Philadelphia Press, 
se uixarox, Wednesday, 5 186 

This morning Aas erreur ie fomaale pray 
be removed Ld" YEs Gia caphatr-et Prison were to 
conseqitence of {fir rebellious proclivitics, quarters 
have been prepared for them. Accordingly, we vis- 
ited Lieut. N. E, Sheldon, a native of New-York, 
and an officer of the Sturgess Rifles, the body-guard 
of Gen. McClellan during bis campaign in Western 
Virginia, who, for some time past, bas been detailed 
as the guard of these prisoners, and were admitted, 
after come delay, into his quarters. 
It is well known that since the attempt made to 
rescue the prisoners at this house on the firet of the 
year, the atmost vigilance has been displayed in tho 
approach of visitors to this point. And hence it is 
that when we applied for admission at the quarters 
of Lieut. Sheldon, we were obliged to halt for a few 
momonts, until our character and the object of our 
visit were eacertained, The call for the corporal was 


made by the gnard, and our communication subse 
quently conveyed to the lieutenant, by whom, a we 
have said before, we were admitted. 

iii.|,, AB we entered the building we must confess that 
iis | the emotions of our mind were rad rather than other- 
wht | wise, We were perfectly cognizant of the fact that, 
instead of approaching the place of confinement of 
those who were the male enemies of the Govern- 
ment, We were being admitted to the presence of 
the female enemies of the law and the Constitution; 
and thus it was that our feelings were of the nature 
that we baye described, 

‘That women ehould, in the hour of our strugglo, 
desert us, aud side with our enemies, was more than 
wwe expected. And when the first traitoress wae 
arrested in this city and confined in the Sixteenth. 
street pricon, we not only pitied, bat in longings of 
onr hearts forgave ber the offenee that she hud com- 
mitted. Such bas been the history of the war, how- 
ever, thet uot only men haye been convicted of the 
charge arraigned avainet them, bat women have also 
been as instrumental in interfering with the plaus of 
our warfare, by giving aid and comfort to the ene- 
my, and aiding them to escape the judgment that 
would have been visited upon them by the Goyer- 
ment. 

‘When ve visited the establishment referred to, we 
were admitted to the parlor of the house, formerly 
occupied by Alrs, Greenhow, fronting on Sixteenth 
street. Passing throngh the door on the left, aud 
wo etocd in the apartment alluded to. There were 
others who had stood here before us—we hava no 
doubt of that—men and women of intelligence and 
refinement. There was 6 bright tire glowing on the 
hearth, and a ¢e¢e-a-tete was drawn op in front, The 
two parlors were divided by a red gauze, and in the 
back room stood a handsome rosewood piano, with 
pearl Keys, upon which the prisoner of the Louse, 
Mrs. G., aud her friends, bad often porformed. Tho 
walls of the room were bung with portraits of 
friends and others—some on earth and some in 
heaven—one of them representing a former daugh- 
ter of Mra. Greenhow, Gertrude, & girl of seventecn 
orcighteen summers, with euburn hair ond light- 
blue eyes, who died come time since. 

In the-picture a smile of beauty plays around the 
lips, and the eyes are lighted with 6 strange fancy— 
such as ia often een in the eyes of e girl just bud- 
ding into womanhood. 

On the east wall hangs the picture of Mrs. Fanny 
Moore, whore husband is now in our army, while 
the walls of tho back room are adorned with dilfer 
ent pictures of tho men and women of our time. 
Just now, as We are exemining pictures, there is o 
noise heard overhead—hardly a noise, for it is the 
yoice of a child, eoft and musical. 

‘That ia, Roze Greenbow, the dangnter of Mre.

THI, The Banks of tho three grent cities 
have done nobly—done to the extent of their 
ability, They can probably do no more at 
present, But there ore hundreds of other 
Banks in the country able to lend the Govern- 
ment from $10,000 to $200,000 cach, and 
which would do to if thoy undoratood aud be- 
lieved that this would secure the overthrow of} 
the rebellion, Then there are individuals who, 
could lend from $10,000 to $100,000 each, 
with a hundred times as many who could lond 
from $100 to $5,000, Ouly let it be kaown 
that $200,000,000 more would euffivo—that 
this would bring us to au assurance of peace— 
and the money would be put up within thirty 
days, provided the proper means were taken | 
to reach and convince the People. 

IV. Thus far we hove had nearly a year of 
struggle with a most nefarious conspiracy 
against the life of the Nation ond the Rights | 
of Man without one electrifying appeal 
from our ruler to the People. Tho Gov- 
ernment bos repeatedly called for men in 
the most prosaic terms, aud they have boon 
promptly supplied by volunteering to the full 
extent of the requisition, We believe a fronk 
aud stirring appeal for money would bo res- 
ponded to with equal alacrity. The one thing 
necdfal ja a general conviction that this call is 
the Inst thot will be made or needed. Only 
let it bo felé that the, sum required is to pro- 
vide for the decisive work, and it will be put 
up. But contracts for aims to bo delivered in 
1863 and oppropriations for Military and Naval 
sorvice on a war footing renching forward to 
July of next year, are breaking tho National 
heart. We think Congress should poat- 
pone all provision for fighting the rebellion in 
the next fiecal year until it shall have beon 
settled that it can or cannot be suppressed 
during that which hns still over five months to 
run. We believe it can and will be. 

Y. We- have so little faith in lies generally 
thut we shrink from the suggestion of an issue 
of promises to pay: What is not to be poid. If 
the Government sees fit or is constrained to 
issue paper of whatever kind, it ehould bear 
on its face the exact, literal trath. A piece of 
paper promising to pay $5, $10, $20, $50 or 
$100 on demand, is all right so long os the 
promiso in kept. But to issue $100,000,000, 
or any other amount, of illusory promises, and 
by lew compel people to receive them os the 
dollara they manifestly do not represent, is an 
extreme and dubious exerciee of sovereign 
power, If if must bo, it must; but we are 
not yet conymced of the neceésity. On the 
contrary, we believe that heavy taxing, light 
stealing and hord fighting would obviate it, 

VI, As to the objects of taxation, we believe 
that luxuries ond superfuition should be made 
to bear as Jorge & eharo of the burden ss pos- 
sible, and that thoso branches of industry 
which minister to positive needs and to moral 
and intellectual progress should be lightly vis- 
ited, Tox the pleasure-carriage, not tho ox- 
cart; the distillery, not the bakery; tobacco 
and brandy, not broad and meat, Congress 
has Just shown doplorable wenkness in allowing 
teas in warehouse or on the ocean to escapo 
the new duties, which will infallibly be adgad 
to ed Left Or ‘aillions to the import. h 
puoxed gift of millions to the importers, who 
would never even have asked it had they been 
truly patriotic and willing to live and let live. 
We trust this is tho Jast exhibition of weak- 
ness, and that every act henceforth will indi- 
cate decision, promptnesa and nerve. Let 
every movement be based on the assumption 
that the rebellion ie to be put down forthwith, 
and the result will justify the expectation.

GENERALLY. 
We entirely agreo with those Mombera of 
Congress who maintain that Newspapers ought 
to share in the burdens imposed by the presont 
il War. It is truo that they suffer hy thot 
War soverely and exceptionally; for we are 
confident that many moro journals were diccon- 
tinued while far fewer were established in 1861 
than in any previous year since 1814. Judging 
from a yoriety of facts within our knowledgo, 
wo conclude that the Newspapers of the whole 
country were a cause of loss rather than s 
source of gain to their publishore during that 
year, We presume our own business a. fair 
index of the condition of tho trade: and, while 
we printed more copies in 1861 than in any

being felt by consumers; for very rarely would | 
the price of an article be incronsed by 20 
trifling an excise, A Stamp Tax that would 
reach consumers by raising the prico of pro- 
ducts would bo objectionable; but this the im- 
post we suggest would rarely do. 

If it should be deemed advisable to extend 
the application of the principle, eo as to tax 
Merchants and Dealere of all kinds ono por 
cent, on the price of each article sold by them 
—the raw products of American Agriculturo 
only excepted—this would probably add Ton 
Millions or eo to the aggregate, without” being 
censibly felt by the great majority. Thon put 
a bigher tax on Income other than that reaulting 
from personal labor or effort—that is, the in- 
come realized as Rente, Dividends or Interest 
on Mortgage or other Debts, and a till further 
sum would be secured. We do not think it 
right to tax an income which is the fruit of 
present personal exertion aa though it wore 
derived from on inheritanco or from invested 
capital; but a tax on incomes reeulting from 
investmonts or productive property would be 
easily borne, 

At all evonte, lot us have taxes levied suffi- 
cient to render the punctual payment of the 
interest and tbo ultimate liquidation of the 
principal of our Publio Debt morally certain: 
And-let them be so adjusted ns to depress in 
the emallest possible degree the Productive In- 
dustry of tho country. 


Jou TYLER is dead, at Richmond, Va., 
nged 72, Ho was born in Charles County, 
Ya., in 1790, and elected to tho Legislature of 
thot State when 25 years old. Tho noxt year 
he was chosen to Congress (Houre), and sorvod 
through three terms with no particular distine- 
tion. A fow yeara later, he was chosen Gov- 
ernor of his State sby the Legislature, and in 
1827 was leleoted to tho U.S, Sonate—all the’ 
Adams corabining with a minority of the Jack- 
son men in his support, in ordér to oust Jobo 
Randolph, whose unmeasured Yituperation of 
Adame and Cloy made thoir frioXls willing to 
unite on any one who could beat\ him. 
Tyler wos o Crowford-Jackeon-Cahoun mon, 
but oppoaod the removal of the |. de- 
posits from the U. 8, Bank by Gon, Jkeon’s 
order, and was in 1836 instructed out of the 
Senato on that issue, having previously been 
very strongely sustained by the Legisluture. 
He was thue thrown into quasi opposition, and 
was run for Vice-President with, Jnd-suRt or’ 
fetokxe’Southern® States, and barely missing 
those of several others, Virginia was carriod 
by the Van Buren party, but would not vots 
for Col. Richard M. Jobnaon for Vico-Presi- 
dent, nor yet for Mr, ‘Cyler, but threw hor 23 
votes away on William Smith of 8. C., where- 
by the election was sent to the U. 8. Senate, 
whoro Col. Johnson was chosen. 

In December, 1839, Mr, Tylor appeared as 
a Delegate in the Whig National Conyention 
held at Harrieburg, where he figured as 
zealous and uncompromising advocate of Mr. 
Clay's nomination for the Presidency. He was 
reported to have shed tears when Gen. 
Harricon received the nomination, He dried 
them, however, on receiving the nomination 
for tho second office, whereby the support of 
the “ White” men of 1836 was concilinted, and 
the votes of ‘Tennesseo, Georgia, North Caro- 
lina, Mississippi, &c.) secured to Gen. Her- 
rison. Virginia, however, waa still carried for 
Van Buren, and did not voto for Mr. Tyler, 
who was nevertheless elected by an over- 
Whelming Plectoral majority. 

Gen, Harriton was inongurated Morch 4, 
1841, and died thirty days thoreafter, leaving 
tho Prosidency to Mr. Tyler. How false he 
proved to those who had elected him, and how 
contemptible he rendered  hitdsclf, eron in tho 
eyes of those who profited by his treachery, 
wo need not here set forth, He tried to bo 
the Democratic candidate /for’ President in 
1844, but the party wouldn't touch him. with 
a ten-foot pole, He got up a bogus convention 
of bis office-holders which wont through the 
farce of tendering him a nomination, but the 
regular Democratic Conyontioa did’ not give 
him a single vote. On the 4th of Murch, 1845, 
he went into obscurity, whence ho obly 
emerged Inst February os a Delegate to the 
Convention or ‘oue-borse Congress” assern- 
bled in Washington to’ bully the Free States 
out of their priuciples ns the indispensable con- 
dition of the adherence of the Slave States to 
the Union, He presided over that anomalous 
body, and was one of the most- bigoted and 
exacting of tho Pro-Slavery magnates, His 
next appearance on any stage was av a full- 
blown traitor engaged in forcibly diarupting 
and destroying the Union, 

Mr. Tylor was a man of uncommanding 
presence, but of courtly, winning manners. 
He was tall and thin in person, deferential and 
ploasing in address, empty/ininded and bollow- 
hearted.

COTTON CULTURE IN ILLINOIS. 


From Our Own Correspondent 
Carno, Jan. 10, 186 


The farmers of Southern Illinois are agitated on 
the eubject of raising cotton. Some of the facta will 
be interesting. Previous to the perfection attained 
in spinning cotton by machinery, the peoplo of this 
State south of 39° ruised and spun their own cotton; 
and testimony recently taken by an agent of the Dli- 
nois Central Railroad, who bes been enguged to as- 
certain the facts regarding cotton calture, shows 
there wag no difiiculty in raising it, and that it pro- 
duced as much as in Tennessee, The testimony 
which hos been published, eo far as I bave secn, 
gives the reason why tho culture was abandoned, 
which wus that the people conld buy cloth cheaper 
than they could monofucture it; but itis not true 
that it is not still raised here, for there are many 
farmers in many counties south of the Ohio and Mis 
cissippi Railroad, which is 100 miles north of Csiro, 
who baye never ceased to plant cotton, aud you will 
abrofien.sap a cotton patch asa garden, It is true 
that it fs raised i ities, and, as the 


to; bnt thoy raiso with little care all they require 
for their families. In most cases, however, they-gpin 
only the filling; the chain they bay, of what they 
call ‘500 thread” —Yankees call it cotton yara No. 
5," A fow spin and weavo both chain aud filling, 
and tho result is @ conres, heavy cloth, eomething 
liko *thin sacking, which is very durable, To spin 
the yarn fora yard of cotton cloth is worth at least 
25 conta, and the weaving is worth 10 cents more. 
While there was a good rept why the farmers 
here, eouth of 39°, should have abandoned the culture 
of flex, since cotton goods had become cheap, and 
answered well in the place of linen, thore was no 
reason why they should have ceased to grow cotton, 
as I willehow. Tho Illinois Central Railroad agent 
brings testimony to show tbat the yield per acre here 
was from 300 to 500 pounds per acro; but I think 
this too high an estimate—in fact, I know that in 
good cotton regiots South a bale per ucro, as an 
averago, is considered doing very well. A bale is 
about 500 pounds, think that wé can raise here 
200 ponnds per agra, one year with another, and that 
ft io very doubtful if we can do more. Now, suppose 
e farmer had 100 pounds of cotton, and say it was 
worth $10, how was he to dispose of it to the best nd- 
vantage? He undertook to work it up in his own 
lionso, But had ho sont it to come manufacturer— 
to Messrs. Sprague, for instance—bo would havo got 
five times as much cloth as be could have made. Or 
did ho want cotton yarn, he could have got 75 
pounds, ready for his wife's loom, for hig 100 pounds 
of cotton, after paying freight both ways. By ex. 
changing with the factory man in this way, the cost 
would be 25 pounds of cotton, when to spin the 75 
pounds himaelf would cost him $9 63; but the fact is, 
it is said to be worth 169 cents to spin only the filing 
fora yard of cloth, and this is what hired girls are 
paid; hence the cost would be only $12, a eaving at 
least of $9 50 on the product of half an acre of 
ground. It will make no odds in this view whether 
cotton is 10 cents or 30 conta per pound—it is so 
much yarn for o much cotton, and in these times if 
anybody is rich enough to buy colton goods, wo are. 
‘This strange mistake was made, not by Yankees, but 
by natives of the Slave States. 
To do our best, we cannot raise more than ten 
bushels of wheat per acre, and we do not get wore 
than 85 cents per bushel. It is seen at once to be 
much more profitable for us to raise cotton than 
wheat. But, while cotton is so high, ebould we raise 
no more thu 50 pounds per acre, it wonld still be 
better than grain raising, which is a business that, to 
use a elang pbrase, we bave ‘‘ run into the ground;'’ 


Only think of an 
honest mun—striving and hoping to keep honest— 
who shells and haals to market 20 bushels of eound 
corn for (to dollars! If the corn wero given to 
him ho would only get pay for hie day's work.

But three-fourchs 
must be deducted for other purposea; this will givo 
us about 3,000,000 acres on which we might grow

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FROM CALIFORNIA. 
THE GREAT FLOOD, AND ITS EFFECTS. 
From Our Own Correspondent 

Bax Francrsco, Deo. 21, 1861, 

This coast hes been visited lately by the most die- 
agroua flood that bes occurred since its ecttlement 
by white mens From Sucramento northward to the 
Chlambia River, in California, Nevads Territory, and 
Gregon, all the streams bave risen tos great bight, 
flooded the valleys, inundated towns, swept away 
wille, dams, dumes, houses, fences, domestic animala, 
mined fields, and dono damage estimated at 
$10,000,000. All Sacramento City, save 6 small part 
of one street, part of Marysville, part of Santa Rosa, 
pait of Aubarn, part of Sonora, part of Nevada, und 
part of Napa, not to epeak of Ices important towns, 
wore under water. * 
The rainy scason commenced on the 8th November, 
and for four weeks, with  ecarcely any intermission, 
tho rain continued to fall, very gently in San Fran- 
cisco, bat in heavy showers in the interior. Accord- 
ing to the statement of a Graes Valley papor, nino 
inches of rain fell thero in 36 hours, on tho 7th and 
8th inet. Whether it is possible that eo much rain 
could fall in 36 hours, I will not decide; but it is cer- 
tain that the amonut was great, for the next day the 
river-beda wero fall almost to the hilltops. The 
North Fork of the American River, at Aubarn, rose 
55 feet, and in many other mountain etreams tho rico 
war almost as great, On tho 9th, the flood reached 
the low land of the Sacramento Valley. 

Saoramento City wae the chief sufforor, Tho city 
stands at the junction of the Sacramento and Ameri- 
cao Rivers, on the eestern bavk of the former and 
the coutlern bank of the latter. Tho valley there is 
wide and flat, From the foot of the Sierra Nevada, 
at Foleom;to the base of the coast range, near Fuir- 
field, tho plain ia about 40 miies wide. Tho original 


and tho river roso 17 or 18 feet about nearly every 
year. A trapper who bas spent more than a score of 
yeara in California eaye that he has frequently ridden 
over the site of Sacramento in a boat; and in 1846, 
the wator was eevon feet deep for 60 daye. The city 
was Booded in 1849, in 1850, in 1851, and twit 
the Wintors of 1352 and '53. In the Summer of the 
latter year, tho busines part of the city was raised 
four feet, by filling in tho streeta with dirt, nnd then 
a levee or bank of earth waa bnilt about the town. 
This leveo is about two miles long on the bank of 
tho Sacramento, and three miles long on the bank of: 
the Amorican; is in some places 20 feet, and in othera 
only abont fourfeet high, ‘Tho raieing of the streeta 
and the building of the levee gave confidence to tho 
people. They built houses and planted gardens for 
permanence; they mado their town beautiful. But 
nowy, all is desolate. 

A railrond connecta Sacramento and Foleom, both 
on the southern bank of the American River, and 20 
miles apart. Tho railroad enters the Capital City 
about two miles north of the American River, on a 
high embankment. The ‘ordinance authorizing the 
company to bring their rails and carn into the city, 
provided that a wide bridge should be kept open un~ 
der tho track, a short distanco eaat of the levee, and 
the bridge was made; but yeara passed without any 
use for it, and when it camo to need repairs, tho 
Railroad Company made an embankment which was 
higher ond wider than the levee. And now on the 
morning of the 9th of November bere camo tho 
Ainerican River with a flood that covered the whole 
country. The water ran agninst the levee, and then 
down to the reilrond embankment, and unable to go 
farthor, it heaped itself up against these two barricra 
until it rose above the levee and began to pour in, 
Soon the sof earth gayo way, and the yast body of 
water poured into the city and flooded every part of 
it excopt a enmall portion of Front etrect. The leves, 
which hud been built to protect the city, now was:

All tho firewood, most of the fences and sheds, all 
the poultry, cats, rata, and many of the cows and 
horace wero ewept away. Tho flood at 9 o'clock in 
the morning bad filled the city—two hours later the 
chain-gang were at work on the southern leveo, to 
cut it and let the water out. When the cut was 
made the rash of water was as fierce to get out, as it 
bad been to get in; and soon the water fell five or 
six feet, but still remained eeveral feet deep over the 
greater part of the city during all thatday. The 
water then fell gradually antil it reached its presont 
stage, which is about on @ lovel with the lower part 
of the city, and at that level it bas stood for the last 
week—sometimes rising a litle, cometimes falling, 
As the American River fell, the Sacramento rose, 
‘and there was great fear that the place would again 
be submerged; but the danger for the preeent is past. 
The departare of the water showed a terrible devas- 
tation, The rich men had lost a large portion of 
their property—the poor had lost all. 

Added to the loses and suffering of individuals, 
was the fear about the {uturo of the city.
